clean, light place, are immediately ab- 
sorbed by the freshly drawn milk and 
| increase with great rapidity, especially in | 
warm weather, converting the milk sugar | 
‘into lactic acid, ang this acid soon coag- 
ulates the caseine and causes the milk 
|to curdle or “clabber.’’ A familiar illus- 
tration of souring. or fermentation, is 
that of yeast in breadmaking, fermenta 
tion of beer, wine, cider, etc. The wrong 
‘kind of bacteria which are more or less 
abundant where the surroundings are un- 
clean, or the milk vessels have not been 
properly scalded, also get in their work 
and produce bad flavors of milk, butter, 
cheese, etc.
